GOODBYE, MY FANCY is a grand comedy in three acts with sparkle and 
zing, written by Fay Kanin. 


It is commencement weekend at Good Hope College for Women in Good Hope, 
Massachusetts. A liberal congresswoman, Agatha Reed (Muriel Beer), a former 
student of Hope College, is returning to be awarded an honorary degree. She is to 
occupy her old room at Hope Hall, now being occupied by Ginny Merrill (Kay Jes- 
son), an intelligent and sensitive girl of nineteen and Mary Nell (Ruth Casler), a 
brainless but pretty young lady. They are having quite a time cleaning the room and 
are being assisted by Clarisse (Pat Schell) and Amelia (Janet Lutz), two roommates 
from across the hall. 


Miss Shackelford (Ruth Hagerman), the Alumnae Secretary, adds to the con- 
fusion with her overwhelming air of authority in getting things ready for the “Hon- 
orable.” The presence of the janitors (Larry Lynn and Dick Dillon) and the tele- 
phone man (Gene Ayers) does not help the situation any. Susan (Margie Mc- 
Bride) the switchboard operator, is having a lot of fun taking calls for the great lady. 


Miss Reed's secretary, Grace Woods (Cindy Laubscher), better known around 
Washington circles as “Woody,” considers the whole affair utter nonsense and is 
very disgusted with everything. 


A former roommate of Miss Reed, Ellen (Connie Koogle) wishing to see her be- 
fore the others, hurries over to talk about old times. During this chat we find that 
Agatha was expelled from college. She was caught climbing in her window after 
hours. (She ran away for she did not wish to expose the man she was with, because 
she was afraid of ruining his career). This man happens to be James Merrill (Dean 
Stoffer) now president of the college and Ginny Merrill's father. 


An elaborate welcome is planned for Miss Reed. Among the “welcoming com: 
mittee” were Miss Birdeshaw (Gloria Belt), a shy and bashful teacher, and Dr. Pitt 
(Melvin Miller), the physics professor. Carol (Shirley Conroy) chosen to represent 
the “Activities of the College for the Weekend” is Miss Reed’s “Honor Guard. 
Representing Physical Education is Jo Winters (Marylu Warner) and Clarisse, rep- 
resenting the Dramatics Club. 


A documentary movie which Agatha brings with her to be shown to the fresh 
young graduates, is considered harsh and improper by Claude Griswold (John Pap- 
cun), a college trustee. The conflict exposes the president as a spineless and irresolute 
figure instead of the upstanding and outspoken professor with whom Miss Reed 
thought she had been in love for so many years. She realizes they are no longer the 
same people they were twenty years ago and refuses his proposal. The disenchant- 
ment drives her into the arms of Mat Cole (Bill Briggs), a war correspondent who, 
as a LIFE photographer, has come to cover the event. 


Miss Eileen Stout skillfully directed the play, GOODBYE, MY FANCY.
